HE learned Roman Catholic gen- 
tleman who called at Christ’s 
Mission in February expressing his de- 
sire to leave the Roman Catholic insti- 
tution of which he has been a leading 
member, and to whom reference was 
made in the March CONVERTED Ca- 
THOLIC, has encountered many difficul- 
ties in taking such an. important step. 
He came to Christ’s Mission on March 
30 and will make it his home until he 
learns the way of the Lord in directing 
his future course. He attended the ser- 
vices in the Mission chapel Sunday eve- 
ning, March 31, and the congregation 
gave him He re- 
ferred to the difficulties he met with ina 
philosophic spirit, as becomes a man 
who is a Doctor of Science and Philo- 
sophy. Hethought he could quietly 
withdraw from the Roman Church, but 
he was too valuable a man in the estima- 
tion of the Roman Catholic authorities, 
aud they used every effort to retain him. 
Failing in this, as he was determined to 
leave, they placed obstacles in his way 
which he did not anticipate. 

The persecution to which this gentle- 
man has been subjected is only one

in the eyes of the world occupy high 
positions where the Christian virtues 
should be exemplified. Whenever a 
Roman Catholic, whether priest or lay- 
man, announces his intention to leave 
the Papal Church for a purer faith, all 
the power of Rome is used against him. 
When a Protestant becomes a Romanist 
(which, thank God, 
nowadays) his friends may deplore his 
blindness, but they do not or 
persecute him. Indeed, their affection 
for him continues unabated. But when 
a Catholic becomes a Protestant the love 
of his friends is turned into hate. 

The best course for Catholics to pur- 
sue when they desire to leave the Ro- 
man Church is to withdraw quietly, and 
afterwards when they become strong in 
the Christian faith, to notify their friends 
of the happy change that has come in 
their lives. If our friend the learned 
Doctor had remained at Christ's Mis- 
sion when he first called he would have 
been spared the annoyance which his 
Roman friends tried to inflict upon him. 

This is what Father Lambert did 
last year. He came to Christ’s Mission 
without a word of explanation to his 
brother priests and then wrote them a 
letter which made them keep silent.

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Salvation by Faith in Christ Alone. 


Roman theologians teach that there is 
no salvation outside the Roman Catholic 
Church—‘‘ Nulla salus extra Ecclesiam’’ 
isan axiom with them. This is not 
true, and every one who reads the New 
Testament knows it is not true.

Difficulties of Priests. 

The great difficulty with Roman Ca- 
tholics, and especially priests, is that 
they do not know how to trust in the 
promises of Christ. Time and again 
they have been deceived by popes and 
vishops, who are as fallible and sinful as 
themselves, and they are, therefore, in- 
clined to doubt the truth of the plain 
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words of our Lord. The popes and 
bishops dogmatically assert that through 
them alone and the sacraments which 
they administer can divine grace, or the 
‘* gift of God,’’ come to the people. 
Christ says, and all the Apostles say, 
that through Him alone can human be- 
ings be made children of God. Now if 
the self-styled ‘‘ vicars of Christ ’’ can 
deceive insincerity of language, 
may not the words of Christ also be 
misunderstood and a different construc- 
tion placed upon them from their plain, 
direct meaning? This is how a 
great many Roman Catholic priests rea- 
son, and until the Spirit of God works 
in them they continue in a state of 
doubt and uncertainty in the church 
of their fathers.

Convert the Roman Catholics. 


In the interesting article on Protes- 
tantism-in Rome which we publish this 
month there is the following sentence : 


It requires superhuman effort to con- 
vert to Protestantism a man who has 
broken away from his own church be- 
cause of certain dogmas which his intel- 
lect cannot accept and the corruption 
which he sees. 


As surely as this state of things is 
taking place in Italy, so surely will it 
occur among the Romar Catholics in the 
United States in the years to come. It 
is easier to convert a Roman Catholic to 
evangelical Christianity than to reach 
an infidel Catholic who has lost all 
faith in supernatural religion. And the 
number of Catholics who are becoming 
disgusted with Romanism is largely in- 
creasing every year in the United States. 
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Bishops and Priests Reviling Each Other. 

THE CONVERTED CATHOLIC has given 
considerable space to the quarrels be- 
tween Roman Catholic Bishop McQuaid 
of Rochester, N.Y., and Father Louis A. 
Lambert, one of the priests of his dio- 
cese, late editor of the Catholic Times of 
Philadelphia, and for the present editor 
of the New York Freeman’s Journal. In 
the exchange of characteristic Roman 
Catholic ecclesiastical civilities, priest 
Lambert in his paper called his bishop ‘‘a 
political place hunter,’’ ‘‘a dissappointed 
office-seeker,’’ and declared him ‘‘jealous 
of the success of some of his fellow- 
bishops.’’ He instanced cases of the bish- 
op’s cruelty to his priests, who, for some 
reason, Or none, as Father Lambert in- 
sinuated, were suspended, unjustly de- 
prived of their rights and turned out to 
starve by this ‘‘charitable’’ bishop. Now 
in turn the bishop, in a recently started 
Roman Catholic weekly, called by the 
ominous name of 7he Vatican, publish- 
ed in Albany, N. Y., pays his respects 
to Lambert. In the leading editorial 
of that paper for March 16, 1895, Father 
lambert is said to be guilty of ‘‘ shame- 
less and mendacious invention, to have 
encouraged a most malevolent and un- 
christian spirit.’’ He is called a ‘‘ cleri- 
cal plotter,’’ a ‘‘conspiratof against 
truth and honesty,’’ an ‘‘artful dodger’’ 
and other such complimentary names. 
We would commend to the consideration 
of the bishop and priest the words of 
Peter's First Epistle 8, 9: 
brethren, be courteous. 


‘* Love as 
Not rendering 
evil for evil, nor railing for railing ; but 
contrariwise blessing.*’ 

But evidently Peter’s counsel is thrown 
away upon the Roman Catholic bishops 
ind priests of our generation. The 
echoes of the scandalous revelations by 
Dr. Ducey have not died away when here 
comes the learned Lambert of ‘‘ Inger- 
soll’’ fame and the “holy bishop” of Roch- 
ester;reviling each other like fishwives, 
Come out of her, my people.’’ 





One of Rome’s Plans Defeated. 


In another page will be found the ac- 
count of the passage of a bill in the 
Pennsylvania Legislature forbidding the 
nuns of the Roman Catholic Church to 
wear their distinctive habit, beads, cru- 
cifixes, etc., while teaching in the pub- 
lic schools. Every American citizen, 
whatever his creed, will applaud this 
measure. their own 
schools and convents, can wear anything 
or nothing, as they please. When 
Archbishop Ireland said at the Catholic 
Congress in Baltimore a few years ago, 
‘*We must make America Catholic,’’ 
one of the means by which he hoped to 
bring about this result was through the 
nuns and other Roman Catholic teach- 
ers in the public schools, whose influ- 
ence would be exerted not only by di- 
rect ways, but by such indirect means 
as these religious habits, crucifixes, etc. 
The passage of this bill is a decided set- 
back to the Roman Catholic hierarchy.

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REASONS FOR RENOUNCING ROMANISM AND WITHDRAWING 
FROM THE PRIESTHOOD.

eager a good man said he 
Nv had heard me fourteen years 
ago declare that my principal reason for 
leaving the Roman Catholic Church was 
that I could not believe in 
bility of the Pope. 


the infalli- 
I told him he was 
mistaken, as I never made such a state- 
ment. The infallibility of the Pope had 
nothing to do with my renunciation of 
the priesthood and withdrawal from the 
Roman Catholic Church. It cut no 
figure whatever in the evolution that 
led me out of Papal darkness into light 
and liberty, and I had never spoken a 
word or written a line that indicated 
that I was in the least influenced by the 
doctrine of Papal infallibility. The in- 
fallibility of the Pope was declared a 
dogma of the Roman Catholic Church 
at the Vatican Council in 1870, a year 
before 1 was ordained to the priesthood, 
and though our graduating class in the- 
ology in St. Mary’s Seminary, Balti- 
:nore, Md., an unusually large one that 
year, expected that many lectures would 
be delivered on infallibility, I do not 
remember that any special reference 
was made to the subject by our profes- 
sors. Among my classmates that year 
who received ordination with me were 
E. J. Dunne of Chicago, now Roman 
Catholic bishop of Dallas, Texas; R. J. 


Johnson, now pastor of the Gate of 


Heaven Roman Catholic Church, Bos- 
ton (which was destroyed by fire last 
month); Father Ronan of Lowell, Mass; 
Father Duffy, pastor of St. Agnes’ 
Church, Brooklyn; Father John Baxter 
of the same city, and many others. 
Some members of that class, like the 
writer, have renounced the priesthood. 
John Hand, who was a priest in North 
Carolina, became a lawyer 
had rejected Rome's 


after he 


false doctrines. 


Whether he was influenced by Papal in- 
fallibility in taking this step is doubtful, 
for, as has been said, no lectures on the 
subject were delivered in the seminary, 
nor were we required to give specific as- 
sent to the decree. 

Many priests withdrew from the Ro- 
man Catholic Church when the Pope 
was declared infallible—Dr. Dollinger 
aud the Old Catholics of Germany, 
Father Hyacinthe of Paris, Joseph Fitz- 
gerald, a brother of Bishop Fitzgerald 
of Little Rock, Arkansas. 

I may say in passing that Mr. Fitz- 
gerald has made a notable career for 
himself in literature since he withdrew 
from the priesthood. He was associated 
with the late Dr. Youmans on the staff 
of the Popular Science Monthly when 1 
first met him soon after coming to New 
York and entering upon the Reformed 
Catholic work. He was subsequently 
connected with the North American Re- 
view, the Forum and other periodicals of 
the first rank. ‘The //umboldt Library, 
a series of scientific publications, was 
established by Mr. Fitzgerald while he 
was doing magazine work. He is still 
active in literary work in this city. 

In recent years we do not think that 
priests renounce the faith of Rome or 
withdraw from the priesthood on ac- 
count of Papal infallibilty. Few, if any, 
Roman Catholic priests in the United 
States give attention to it or believe in 
it, except in a very qualified sense. We 
know from the highest authority that at 
least one Roman Catholic archbishop 
does not believe that the Pope is in- 
fallible, and the number of priests who 
have no faith in this dogma of the Ro- 
man Church is increasing every year. 

When a priest who leaves the Roman 
Catholic Church alleges that Papal in- 
fallibility was the sole cause of his with- 
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drawal and takes the public platform on 
that issue alone, thinking men do not 
look for great results from his labors. 
In the case where it was said that ‘‘infal- 
libility’’ was the rock on which my faith 
in Romanism was shattered, I was not 
only misrepresented, but my name was 
used for a very bad purpose. 

In March 1881 a priest named John 
O'Connor (I do not remember his mid- 
dle name) came to me from El Paso, II- 
linois, where he had been pastor of the 
Roman Catholic Church up to within 
ten days of his arrival in New York. I 
was then holding services in Masonic 
Temple, and as he expressed a desire to 
renounce the Roman Church forever, I 
introduced him to a great audience at 
our Sunday evening meeting. He lived 
with me in a flat on East Twenty-sixth 
street for some months, but it was soon 
apparent that he was not interested in 
religious work,and he started out to de- 
liver lectures against Romanism. After 
he had left the city I heard no more of 
him until one day in the month of Aug- 
ust, 1881, when I was attending Mr. 
Moody’s Conference for Bible Study at 
Northfield, my attention was 
called to a dispatch in the morning pa- 
pers from Canada stating that ‘‘ Father 
O'Connor of the Independent Catholic 
Church, New York, had been mobbed 
and hustled off the stage while deliver- 
ing a lecture in Watertown, Ontario.’’ 
I wrote immediately from Northfield to 
the New York papers denying the ac- 
curacy of this statement, and the Herald 
of August 21, 1881, published in its re- 
ligious columns the following : 

‘‘ A telegram from Watertown, Ont., 
having stated that the Rev. James A. 
()’Connor of the Independent Catholic 
Chureh, New York, while lecturing in 
that place on Wednesday night, had 
been hustled off the platform and his 
manuscript seized, and that he had to 
be escorted to his hotel by constables, 
he writes to the Hera/d from Northfield,

Mass., to say that he has been at that 
place attending Mr. Moody’s meetings, 
and that he will remain there until the 
end of the month ; that he never was in 
Watertown, Ont., nor Watertown, N. 
Y., and that, therefore, the story of his 
being hustled about is untrue.’’ 

The New York Suz, August 24, 
1881, under the heading, ‘‘ An Associ- 
ated Press Blunder,’’ published my let- 
ter in full as follows : 

‘* NORTHFIELD, MAss., Aug. 22, 1881. 
‘* To the Editor of the Sun : 

** Str :—The Suz shines everywhere, 
and a copy of it dated the 18th inst. has 
found me here. An item in that issue 
states that I was mobbed and hustled 
from the stage in attempting to deliver 
a lecture at Watertown, Ont., the day 
previous. 

‘* Permit me the courtesy of your col- 
umns to say that I never attempted to 
lecture in any part of Canada ; that I 
was never hustled off the stage any- 
where; that my manuscript was not 
seized, for that is a thing I never use in 
preaching. Whatever I have to say in 
preaching or lecturing is in my head. 
Finally I could not be in Canada on the 
day mentioned unless I could be in two 
places at the same time, like Sir Boyle 
Roche’s bird, for I have been attending 
Mr. Moody’s Conference for the last 
two weeks. Whoever the imposter is 
that is sailing under my colors, I hope 
the next time he attempts to lecture he 
will be compelled to eat his manuscript. 

**Yours truly, JAMES A. O’CONNOR.”’ 

Months afterwards this same man ap- 
peared in other States representing him- 
self as ‘‘Father O’Connor.’’ In Ohio the 
police and military had to be called out 
to protect him ; and in Michigan he un- 
blushingly used my name to attract an 
audience. In the first volume of THE 
CONERTED CATHOLIC a letter was pub- 
lished from a prominent citizen in Mus- 
kegon to this effect.

Father Lambert has 
himself to the Methodist 

Church, and has labored 
among the French people of New York. 
His earnestness and zeal in the cause of 


Christ commended him to his confreres 
in the ministry, and a larger field was 
sought for him. 


Through the medium 
of Chaplain McCabe, Secretary of the 
Board of Foreign Missions of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, he was accepted 
as a fully recognized minister of the En- 
glish Wesleyan Church and assigned to 
work among the French and English 
Protestants in the West Indies. 

After the singing of a hymn Mr. John 
Curry, president of the Board of Trus- 
tees of Christ's Mission, offered the op- 
ening prayer, when Pastor O’Connor 
read the following letter from Chaplain 
McCabe to Father Lambert : 

DEAR DocrTor :--I am delighted to 
hear that you have been appointed to 
the work in Jamaica, West Indies. I 
have a letter from Brother Griffin, who 
says that large congregations await you. 
It will be a great relief for you to be 
preaching the Gospel to large congrega- 
tions instead of the little bands that have 
met you here. You have done faithful 
work, and I am more than satisfied with 


you and with the work you have done. 
I am glad indeed to have been instru- 
mental in smoothing the rough path for 
you out of the Roman Catholic Church 
into the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
and you can always count on meas your 
steadfast friend. Yours faithfully, 
C. C. McCABE. 

Pastor O’Connor then said it was just 
one year ago since Father Lambert came 
among them, and that on March 25, 
1894. he first addressed them as a con- 
verted Roman Catholic priest. He 
said that his first acquaintance with 
Father Lambert was when he came 
to him to tell him the longings of his 
heart for something better spiritually 
than Rome afforded ; that he had lost 
faith in the distinctive tenets of the Ro 
man Church and wished to withdraw 
from it and renounce the priesthood.

Pastor O'Connor then introduced 
Father Lambert, who spoke feelingly of 
the kindness he had received from the 
hands of the Rev. Pastor of Christ’s 
Mission, and the grateful feelings he en- 
tertained for all those who had been in- 
strumental in bringing him into the 
light. From the moment of leaving the 
Church of Rome he had cast aside all 
the titles and trappings of the priesthood 
and had no desire to resume them. He 
would continue the work that God had 
called him to, and preach the Gospel to 
Roman Catholics. He urged his hear- 
ers to have no fear of the Church of 
Rome as a religious institution, as they 
had only to stand by God’s Holy Word 
to fight it successfully. He would teach 
the adherents of his former Church to 
read the Scriptures. He referred to 
his departure from this country to his 
new field of labor, and assured his hear- 
ers that though he might be far from 
them in body, his spirit would often 
traverse space and unite with them when 
they would be assembled in the chapel 
of Christ’s Mission for prayer and wor- 
ship. He hoped that his own case 
would prove an object lesson to all 
priests who chafe under the yoke of 
Rome. He then asked all present to 
pray that God might bless his labors in 
his new field. His last words were that 
Christ’s 
Mission and the good work it is doing. 
For himself he would never forget the 
kindness he had received there. He 
begged that all would interest themselves 
in the work of the Mission and give it 
the support that it needs to open the 
way from Romanism to Protestantism 
for priests who, like himself, desire to 
throw off the shackles of Rome and live 
in the freedom of the true Gospel.

All the other services in the Mission 
last month were well attended. Sunday 
evening, March 17, the Pastor preached 
on St. Patrick, who was neither 
Irishman nor a Roman Catholic. He 
said that the Patrick’s Day parade 
in all the large cities is growing small 
by degrees and beautifully less every 
year, and will soon die out altogether.

Each succeeding January the question, 
‘‘How many American Catholics are 
there?’’ is discussed, without any sat- 
isfactory results being reached. It 
seems to be certain that we have at least 
10,000,000 Catholics in this country ; 
but we should be more concerned as to 
the work we are doing than we are re- 
garding the numerical figures which 
represent our strength. 

What an effective army 10,000,000 
could be made, provided each individual 
soldier was loyal to his standard. It 
would be simply invincible against all 
enemies. Its best weapon is, with the 
majority, a good example—that is, an 
honest, virtuous, Christian life. Unfor- 
tunately, our army is cursed with camp- 
followers and weakened by desertions. 

The camp followers are those who 
are but Catholic in name, whose relig- 
ton is assumed for mercenary purposes, 
or else adhered to ina manner by ‘no 
means commendable, as a kind of in- 
heritance from good Catholic ancestors. 
These camp-followers are no more kind 
to their fellow-men, no more charitable 
to the poor, no more forgiving to their 
enemies, no more conscientious than 
those who make no pretensions. In a 
word, they are a scandal and hinderance 
to the real work of conversion. The 
difficulty is that: they are regarded as 
good Catholics by the world, and the 
Church is held responsible for their con- 
duct. 

The deserters are less harmful, except 
to themselves. They have abandoned 
their standard and gone over to the 
enemy, and no longer hold allegiance to 
the Church. The number of deserters 
cannot be estimated, but from personal 
knowledge we can appreciate the fact 
that it runs into the millions. It would 
be still larger were it not for the work 
of our young men’s Catholic societies, 
which co-operate with the reverend 
clergy in order to put a stop to the 
desertions of young men which have been 
going on for so many years. These socie- 
ties are in their respective lines, advance 
guards, and are doing a great work for 
the cause in which they are engaged. 

With the great army of non-Catholics 
argument is of but little avail, but a 
good example is potent in breaking down 
the walls of bigotry and intolerance. 
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Therefore the responsibility upon every 
Catholic to afford a good example be- 
comes more apparent. We may con- 
clude that whether we have 10,000,000 
Catholics or less, we are strong enough 
to do far more in the way of converting 
America than we are now doing.

tax LMOST every Catholic bishop in 
A this country has issued a pastoral 
letter to his subjects forbidding them to 
join the Odd Fellows, Knights of Pyth- 
ias and Sons of Temperance, and com- 
manding those who have become mem- 
bers to leave them under pain of being 
refused the sacraments. This was done 
by order of the Pope himself through 
the Papal Delegate Satolli. The prom- 
ulgation of this order created quite a 
sensation in Protestant as well as in Ro- 
man Catholic circles. It was thought 
that there might be a general stampede 
of Catholics from the ranks of these so- 
cieties. But those who imagined that 
this would take place did not reckon 
with a knowledge of the instinct of lib- 
erty that has been growing in the minds 
of American Roman Catholics. The 
day when the Pope could order bodies of 
men or whole nations to change their 
allegiance to organizations and rulers 
has passed away, never to return. His 
bulls and encyclicals are no longer read 
to the people by the priests with such 
ilterations and comments as they think 
suitable; but read sneered 
it by the people The 
Pope’s order has been disregarded by 
large numbers of Roman Catholic mem- 
bers of the prohibited societies, even the

These men, the press de- 
spatches say, who have been the warmest 
supporters of the church, have consider- 
ed themselves good Catholics, but the 
despotism of Papal masters 
in demanding their withdrawal from the 
lodges was resented by them and they 
have withdrawn from the church. They 
are leading Catholics, one of them being 
the president of the church trustees. 
Others are expected to follow their lead.

So far the only result of the Papal 
order has been to drive Roman Catholic 
Americans to assert their independence 
and tell the Pope that there is a limit to 
the obedience which they will render 
him. This manifestation ofa spirit of in- 
dependence in such matters has alarmed 
the Roman Catholic Church euthorities. 
With his usual craftiness Archbishop 
Ireland, foreseeing the storm, delayed 
the promulgation of the decree in his 
diocese until he could see its effect else- 
where. When interviewed concerning it, 
he declared that it was optional with 
him to publish it or not. His worldly 
wisdom has been justified by the action 
of Delegate Satolli, who suspended 
the application of the decree when a 
delegation of French Roman Catholics 
of Fall River, Mass., waited on him. 
The New York Fvening Sun of March, 
19, after naming the delegation, said: 

These men yesterday returned from a 
trip to Washington, whither they had 
been sent by the Lafayette Lodge of this 
city to ask for a hearing on the matter. 
They represented that one lodge of 
Pythians inthis city consssted of 250 
French Canadians, and one lodge in 
Providence included 160. They said 
that so far as they were able to observe 
they could see no conflict between 
Pythianism and Catholic doctrines, and 
were very solicitious for a suspension of 
the edict, that they might perform their 
Easter duty. 

Mgr. Satolli seemed much surprised 
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at the facts presented and evidently was 
deeply impressed. He announced that 
he would suspend the edict temporarily 
and would issue a formal decree to that 
effect in a few days. He promised to 
bring the matter to the attention of the 
Vatican at the earliest moment, but 
would hold out no hope that his action 
would be indorsed as a permanent policy 
to be followed. 

Itis amusing to see the quickness 
with which Rome can right about face 
when confronted with true American 
independence. If the decree had been 
given out fifty years ago it would have 
been accepted as a divinely inspired 
measure. Times have changed how- 
ever, and Papal bulls and decrees have 
no longer a dtvine origin in the minds of 
the people. Education has opened their 
eyes and will open them further.

NO RELIGIOUS GARB IN 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
TeAst November the Editor of THE 
44 CONVERTED CATHOLIC was invit- 
ed to preach at the annual meeting of the 
Junior Order of United American Me- 
chanics of Philadelphia. In his address, 
as reported in the Press of that city, 

November 26, 1894, he said : 

‘* Recently the Supreme Court of this 
State rendered a decision on the status 
of nuns in our public schools. In one 
of the boroughs of this State, in which 
the Roman Catholics are in the majority, 
Roman Catholic nuns were employed to 
teach. They wore their distinctive garb 
in the school. They were paid for their 
services with public money like all other 
teachers, and Protestant children were 
compelled to attend these schools and 
hear the doctrines taught. These doc- 
trines in times past were held not to be 
for the best interest of the human race. 
The Order of United American Me- 
chanics brought the legality of the pro- 
ceedings before the Supreme Court, 
which decided that the borough in ques- 
tion had the right to hire these nuns as 
teachers, but that they had no right to 
teach distinctively Catholic doctrines in 
regular school hours. Judge Dean gave 
that as the judgment of the Court. 
Judge Williams dissented and held that 
the distinctive dress worn by the nuns 
was in itself sectarian teaching. What 
does this decision mean, but that the 
distinctive doctrines of a Church, which 
says it is the only true Church, may be 
taught in our schools? I am glad that 
the Order of American Mechanics has 
decided to ask the Legislature to amend 
the law in accordance with their own 
ideas, and that if the Legislature should 
prove recreant to its trust in this matter 
the Order is prepared to appeal to the 
people of Pennsylvania. If the people 
of Pennsylvania do not take action in 
the case I feel sure the people of the 
United States will.’’ 
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It is gratifying to see that the sugges- 
tion then made has been carried out by 
the Mechanics and other patriotic socie- 
ties. Last month a bill was introduced 
into the Legislature of Pennsylvania for- 
bidding the wearing of any religious 
garb by a teacher in the public schools 
of that State. A despatch from Harris- 
burg, dated March 12, says: ‘‘ This bill, 
making it a misdemeanor to wear any 
religious garb by a public school teacher, 
was a special order in the House of As- 
sembly.

It is hard to make young 
priests in their first fervor,believe that the 
bishop who smiled pleasantly at them 
up to the time of ordination will one day 
show the fangs of the wolf in that smil- 
ing mouth. After afew years, when 
their zeal in the interest of souls, and 
their efforts to save them, have been 
checked by sharp reprimands for doing 
things that were ‘‘inexpedient’’ they 
begin to wonder what the pious lessons 
of the seminary were intended for.

The attack was a 
complete surprise, and consequently the 
ovly man in the building was priest 
Karminski; supported by five boys. As 
soon as he noticed the crowds coming 
he closed and bolted the doors of the 
rear part of the church, where his liv- 
ing apartments are. He then over- 
hauled his arsenal and picked out two 
revolvers. With one in each hand he 
opened the door leading into the church 
with the intention of closing the front 
doors of the edifice, if possible; but he 
was too late. The enemy was already 
half way up the aisle, with Joseph Now 
iski at the head and a drawn revolver 
in his hand. 

As soon as the priest appeared in the 
doorway Nowiski levelled his revolver 
at him,aud ordered him to throw up 
was

iski opened fire, the bullet striking the 
wall of the building about a foot above 
the priest’s head. The latter then open- 
ed fire, and the attacking party made 
an undignified scramble for the shelter 
of the benches. The invaders fired at 
the priest from their shelter, but the 
dozen or more shots which they sent 
went wide of the mark. 

The priest fired the eleven charges in 
his two revolvers, and while he was 
looking around for more guns the enemy 
retreated in haste, leaving the wounded 
behind. 

While this was going on the brave 
bishop, whose grasping desire for more 
brick and mortar was the cause of it, 
was in his own palace in Omaha a few 
miles off. 

Similar scenes were enacted at the 
Polish Roman Catholic Church of St. 
Hedwig, Chicago, on March 1s. The 
parishioners had, three weeks before, 
driven out the pastor, Father Barzinski, a 
Resurectionist, and Archbishop Feehan, 
sent in his place Father Szydiaczylk of 
the same order against the protest of the 
people. On the morning of the 15th 
Szydiaczylk was saying mass, when two 
hundred Poles broke into the church and 
attacked the priest,driving him from the 
altar. A squad of police was* called in 
to restore order. The force of example 
is quite plain in this. The people see 
the bishops fighting among themselves, 
and the priests quarrelling with bishops 
and priests, and follow the example set 
for them by their ‘‘divinely inspired’’ 
superiors, 

Dr. McGlynn Going Astray. 

Where does Dr. McGlynn stand in 
the Roman Catholic Church? While at 
war with it, and with Archbishop Cor- 
rigan, he assailed it with an energy and 
earnestness worthy of Luther himself.

It is certain, however, it 
was not at the expense of repudiating 
the least of the doctrines that he public- 
ly taught; we have Dr. McGlynn’s 
words for that. He became silent, how- 
ever, and his teachings were no longer 
heard from the public rostrum. A short 
time since he was given a country parish 
in the archdiocese of New York, where 
he now is, but he has not yet publicly 
denied any of the things he preached 
and which were condemned by his su- 
periors in the Roman Catholic Church. 
In a lecture given at a Roman Catholic 
church in New York, Sunday, March 
10, he made, according to the Morning 
Advertiser of March 11, this remarkable 
statement : 

I am not here to deny the claims of 
those persons who say we were created 
in a way that differs from the account 
given in the Book of Genesis. In the 
earliest days of the world there was but 
little difference between man and the 
brute. But man is so imbued with the 
spirit of God and the hand of God is so 
plainly visible in the history of his 
growth and development, that there can 
be no doubt that God was his creator.

Young Italy has, to 
a great extent, revolted against the Ro 
man Church, and has no religion. We 
find it much more difficult to contend 
against infidelity and agnosticism than 
Catholicism. It requiresa superhuman 
effort to convert to Protestantism a man 
who has broken from his own 
Church because of certain dogmas which 
his intellect cannot accept and the cor 
ruption which he sees. We have about 
fifteen hundred converts in Italy. This 
year we have had many in Rome—forty 
in the month of January alone.’’ 

AMOUNT OF MISSION WORK. 

Dr. J. Gordon Gray, head of the 
Presbyterians here, evinced much in- 
terest in my inquiry andsaid: ‘‘ Icame 
to Rome in 1881 and found that the 
Presbyterians took much interest in and 
helped the Waldensian and Italian Fre« 
Churches, but abstained from setting 
up any mission of their own, to which 
principles we have adhered ever since. 
The progress made by the evangelical 
movement, as evidenced by figures, is 
slow—somewhat over two hundred con- 
verts in one year for all the missions. 
There are two higher class schools in 
Rome and Naples, and between tkem 
there are over two hundred girls. Hall 
of these certainly belong to the very sec- 
tion of the community which will be in 
a position to help forward the cause of 
the Gospel in the country.

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would be altogether incomplete if no 
mention were made of the circulation of 
the Scriptures, especially by means of 
colporteurs.

Chaplain McCabe and the Pope. 


At the Baltimore conference 


of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church last month 
the universally beloved Chaplain Mc- 
Cabe made an address on the work of the 
M. E. Church in Rome, where a great 
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building is now in course of erection un 
der the supervision of Rev. Dr. Burt. 
The Chaplain, in describing the places 
of interest in that city, said : 

If you pass to the left ofthe Pantheon 
on the corner of the next street you will 
see an old palace. Ascend the stairs, 
enter the corner room on the first floor 
above and you will stand upon a spot of 
historic interest. Nearly two centuries 
ago the Roman Catholic Church adjudg- 
ed Galileo guilty of heresy, imprisoned 
him for teaching that the world revolves 
upon its axis and moves around the sun. 
In that very room, on bended knees, he 
was required to signa recantation of the 
heresy, but as he rose from his knees he 
whispered to a friend, ‘‘ It moves never- 
theless.’’ In that very room, around a 
horseshoe-shaped table, the Commissicn- 
ers of Education held their regular 
meeting to enforce compulsory education 
throughout Italy. The walls seem to 
echo the protest of Galileo against the 
tyranny of the Roman Catholic Church 
—‘‘ The world moves nevertheless.’’ 

Of the Pope Chaplain McCabe said : 

I like Pope 1,¢o first rate. I wrote 
him a nice little note some time ago : 
‘* Ah, Leo, we are coming to Rome, 
and Methodists at that. We will be 
there on the 20th of September next. If 
you will preach in St. Peter’s on ‘No 
other foundation, etc.,’ we will come to 
hear you, and after the sermon I will 
sing to the time of Lennox, ‘ Blow ye 
the trumpet, blow ’—-yes I will.’’

Priests should also bear in 
mind that they are forbidden by decrees 
of the Sovereign Pontiffs to perform any 
sacred rite or to wear sacred vestments 
while performing such ceremonies, and 
that such marriages must not take place 
within the church’’ (building).

for Father Smith’s body is buried in 
Cuba, and under the stringent sanitary 
laws of that country cannot be disinter- 
red for five years. 
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Dr. Smith was the author of a com- 
pendium of canon law, and was in de- 
mand as an ecclesiastical lawyer by 
bishops and priests in their quarrels. 
He became notorious a few years ago 
through a difficulty with a church club 
in which the parishioners took part. 
Later he dismissed his assistant, Father 
Murphy, in a most summary manner, 
which increased the opposition of the 
people to their pastor. They sent a 
committee to Papal Delegate Satolli in 
Washington demanding that the pastor 
be removed. The request was denied, 
and Satolli came personally to Paterson 
to show his regard for Father Smith. 
The parishioners sent a committee to 
wait on him again at the parish house 
and repeated the demand for the priest's 
removal. Satollicame to the waiting- 
room and then occurred the scene de- 
scribed in THE CONVERTED CATHOLIC 
for November, 1894. The committee 
closed around the Pope’s representative 
and renewed their demand.  Satolli 
made an angry reply, to which the 
spokesman answered by telling him that 
he must treat them as Americans and 
not as foreign slaves. The committee 
stepped to the front to watch Satolli’s 
face, which was flaming with passion. 
Evidently not daring to trust himself to 
speak, the Delegate took advantage of 
the opening of the ranks to fly out the 
door and up the stairs, which he mount- 
ed three ata time. When he had reach 
ed about the middle of the flight of 
stairs he tripped On his purple cassock 
and met with a most inglorious fall. 
Father Smith was obliged to go to Cuba 
after all this excitement, and died there 
far from friends and country. 

It is a sad commentary on the utility 
of Roman Catholic teaching that the 
exponent of canon law for the Roman 
Catholic Church in the United States 
should have cast aside all law and de- 
cency in the last days of his life, and 
be driven to die among strangers.

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CAN THERE BE UNION | WITH ROME?

pu E venerable Pope Leo’s recent 
encyclical has been received 
throughout our country with much in- 
terest; and it is gratifying to know that 
he ‘‘ highly esteems and loves exceed- 
ingly the young and vigorous American 
nation ’’—and that to the privileges ac- 
corded by the customs of the well or- 
dered Republic, and to the equity of 
the laws which obtain in America, is 
due the happy state of the Church of 
Rome in our midst, expressing thanks 
for such fact ‘‘ which it gives pleasure 
to acknowledge.’’ After this courteous 
statement comes the following addenda: 
“Yet, though all this is true, it would 
be very erroneous to draw the conclu- 
sion that in America is to be sought the 
type of the most desirable status uf the 
Church, or that it would be uni- 
versally lawful or expedient for State 
and Church to be, as in 
severed and divorced.’’

In the above statement we see how 
dear to the heart of the present Pope, 
and how far its accomplishment tran- 
cends in importance all the so lately 
labored for union of Greek and Latin, is 
the bringing of all State Government 
under the yoke of ecclesiastical author- 
ity. American citizens are undoubtedly 
too deeply imbued with love of liberty

The kind manner, also, in which the 
learned prelate speaks of the American 
people shows his appreciation of the 
great nation which is now doing so 
much in the grand cause of education. 

‘“The American people,’’ says Car- 
dinal Gibbons, ‘‘ with their practical 
good sense, and energetic dispositions, 
aided by the grace of God, if all united 
in a common bond of faith and 
charity would convert the world.’’ 
To these words an unqualified as- 
sent is given readily; but, the 
following sentences cause grave hesi- 
tation and serious thought, both ret- 
rospective and prospective: ‘‘ There 
can be only one sure basis for this re- 
union—that established by Christ him- 
self—the recognition of Peter and his 
successors as the center of spiritual au- 
thority. He who would build on any 
other foundation builds upon sand. 
Any other design but this would result 
in a tower of Babel.’’ 

The great difficulty that lies in the 
way of a universal Christian acceptance 
of this latter statement is that the Bible 
record plainly shows the inconsistent, 
impulsive, wavering, fallible character 
of Peter, not only in his denial of his 
Lord after the matter of the ‘‘ keys,”’ 
but long after his Lord's farewell ad- 
dress to him, with the iterated command 
‘* Feed my sheep,’’ and after His as- 
cension, while Peter and the apos- 
tle Paul were heading, each his own 
particular mission, one to the Jew, the 
other to the Gentile, Peter, being found 
guilty of odious dissimulation towards 
both Jew and Gentile, was sharply re- 
buked by Paul,who in his Epistle to the 
Galatians relates the fact in these words; 
‘* But, when Peter was come to Antioch 
I withstood him to the face because he 
was to be blamed.’’ A full recital of 
this matter of blame then follows.

A very large portion of the church at 
the present day believes that the great 
Apostle Paul would have known if the 
Lord Jesus Christ had founded His 
Church on the rock—Peter, instead of 
on that foundation of faith—Peter’s faith 
as expressed in his confession of Christ 
at Philippi. The record is so plain in the 
original Greek that it seems strange in- 
deed how any misconception of Christ’s 
real meaning could ever have arisen. 
The change from masculine to feminine 
of the word signifying ‘‘ rock’’ as used 
by Christ to designate the foundation 
upon which His Church should be built, 
would seem to a Greek scholar conclu- 
sive.

This foundation being evidently 
that faith in himself as God’s eternally 
appointed Christ, the Saviour of His 
people, ‘‘ The Son of the‘living God,”’ 
and is summarized in the statement of 
the text 1. Cor. iii. 11, ‘‘ other founda- 
tion can no man lay than that is laid."’ 


Had our Lord chosen one Apostle 
above all the others to be the Spiritual 
Head of the Church, must not that one 
have been so inspired of the Holy Spirit 
as to have been infallible in all matters, 
not only of faith, but of practice? And 
the Apostle Paul could have had no 
cause to lay blame upon any of Peter’s 
acts. 

If the learned cardinal could make 
his foundation to be clearly seen in the 
light of the Gospel of the glorious Son 
of God, by those who are seeking only 
for truth, and also yearning for the unity 
of Christendom, and do not yet under- 
stand how, or when, Peter became Pope, 
or Christ’s vicar on earth, and why 
Paul did not recognize him as such— 
then, and not till then might come the 
consummation he so ardently desires. 

The only apparent solution of the 
difficulty is suggested in an article on 
the Catholic school system in Reme, by 
the Pope’s Delegate, Mgr.

The New York Churchman, of Febu- 
ary 9, 1895, saysof this utterance of 
the Pope : 


Pope Leo XIII. praises the laws of 
America, but will not be satisfied with 
them until the Roman Church ‘* enjoys 
the favor of the laws and the protection 
or patronage of public authority.’’ In 
other words the Roman Church should, 
according to Pope Leo XIII., be the 
state church of the United States. Dis- 
senters, 7.e., all who are not Romanists, 
are objects of the Pope’s paternal an- 
xiety. He is ‘‘ solicitous of their salva- 
tion,’’ as they are so far better off than 
the heathen in that they have been ‘‘in- 
itiated into the Christian religion.’’ He 
urges, upon clergy and laity alike, the 
adoption of methods for proselytizing, 
in an attempt ‘‘to draw them over,”’ 
and to ‘‘ eradicate error.’’ The desire 
for political influence and predominance 
and the adoption of schemes for drawing 
over ‘‘ dissenters ’’ into the Roman fold 
have been either openly or secretly rul- 
ing principles in the Roman Church in 
this country ever since it obtained a 
footing here. There is no disguising 
the fact that thoughtful readers of this 
Papal mandate will see the hand of iron 
under the Papal glove. The utterance 
of this pastoral letter in America may 
be quite legal and allowable. // zs none 
the less a menace. ‘The power of Rome 
is to be felt in the United States, where 
a programme for its extension is pub- 
lished in order that the people may be 
familiarized with the details of the plan, 
and may be prepared to see Roman er- 
ror and Roman tyranny supplanting re- 
formed truth and religious liberty. 

The importance of the subject justifies 
these extracts, and this apparent but 
transient digression into political mat- 
ters, in an article chiefly exegetical and 
historical on the Antichrist. If there is 
anything in Scripture which is pre-emin- 
ently characteristic of Antichrist, it is his 
lust after wnzversal empire, and the craft 
and policy ,signs,juggleries and wonders, 
by which he deceives the masses in or- 
der to attain it. ‘‘I will ascend!

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The fifty-fifth proposition of the Sy/- 
labus of modern errors, made out by 
Pope Pius IX., condemned the follow- 
ing principle: ‘‘ The Church ought to 
be separated from the State, and the 
State from the Church.’’ Now, before 
the Sy//abus was issued, that is, previ- 
ous to December 8, 1864, Pius IX. had 
already spoken in the same strain, 
when in the secret consistory of Septem- 
ber 27, 1852, he delivered the speech, or 
so-called ‘‘ Allocutio Acerbissimum,”’ 
against the Republic of New Grenada, 
now one of the United States of Colum- 
bia.

ment, which is now before us, that the 
separation of the Church (of Rome) 
and any state must opposed, 
and execrated by every good Roman 
Catholic throughout the world.

This new history of the founder of 

Christianity in Ireland is worthy of the

As a book of reference it will prove in- 
valuable to the student and writer. In 
the first six of the thirty-seven chapters 
Dr. Sanderson presents to the reader a 
short account of the first settlers of Ire- 
land, their laws and religion. The 
remaining chapters are devoted to tke 
life, conversion and works of Ireland’s 
Saint. The story is told in a new and 
most interesting form, which makes the 
statement of facts as readable as the leg- 
ends. The author proves that St. Pat- 
rick was a Christian of the Apostolic 
stamp, and was in no way connected 
with the Roman Church. To make the 
book the most complete on the subject 
ever written, the «thor has compiled a 
table of texts used by St. Patrick.
